—Whereas the Central Government is of the opinion that there haa 
teen, or is likely to be, a substantial fall In the volume of production in respect of 
cotton textiles manufactured in the industrial undertaking known as the India 
United Mills, Bombay (Maharashtra State), for which, having regard to the eco¬ 
nomic conditions prevailing, there is no justification:
